WHISTLE IS BLOWN 
ON BADGE CHEATS

UNSCRUPULOUS football fans have been 
caught illegally displaying blue badges in 
their cars on Spurs match days so they can 
park nearer the ground. 

The fraudsters were nabbed by Haringey Council 
enforcement officers in a series of operations this 
season in roads surrounding Tottenham Hotspur’s 
White Hart Lane stadium, where parking restric¬ 
tions operate during home games. 

Blue badges are issued to people with mobility 
problems or disabilities and allow the driver to park 


on double yellow lines or in specialist bays 
closer to their destination. 

They cannot be used or loaned to anyone else. 

The council crackdown followed reports that 
blue badges were being misused. Tougher park¬ 
ing restrictions are in place on Spurs’ match days 
because of the high volume of traffic caused by 
supporters travelling by car to the ground. 

During one enforcement operation by the 
council, one driver was found using a badge 
which belonged to a deceased relative and 
another had already been reported as lost. 

Stuart McNamara, the council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for environment, said: “Blue badges are 
there to help those in need and it is unaccept¬ 
able that they are abused by people who don’t 
need them, just so that they have a convenient 
place to park. 

“We are determined to crack down on this 
behaviour at locations where we hear it is hap¬ 
pening and will continue to work to ensure that 
the behaviour of a selfish few does not impact 
on our most vulnerable residents.”

Police said the arrests were for offences 
including assault and criminal damage. 
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Building threat to 
Lordship Rec lifted 

FEARS over a potential threat to 
Tottenham’s Lordship Recreation Ground 
have been allayed after the council bowed to 
public pressure and withdrew draft plans for 
homes to be built on part of it. 

Proposals identifying 100 sites for 
redevelopment over the next 20 years in a 
Haringey Council draft planning strategy 
document included the 1,400-home 
Broadwater Farm estate, adjacent to the 
recreation ground, along with a map 
suggesting the north of the park could 
be incorporated. 

Although there were no firm plans and the 
consultation document looked at broad 
options, the potential threat it posed provoked 
public outrage. 

But council chiefs bowed to pressure last 
week and withdrew the recreation ground in 
Lordship Lane from the next stage of its 
consultation after receiving more than 600 
responses from concerned residents. 

Ali Demirci, cabinet member for planning, 
said: “Residents have been clear that they 
don’t want to explore the idea of any devel¬ 
opment on the rec, which is why we’ll be 
removing it completely from the final policy. 

“As the new proposals make clear, we still 
want Broadwater Farm residents’ views on 
what they like and don’t like about the estate 
and what the best options are in the long 
term to give families a better quality of life. 

“With London facing a housing crisis, it’s 
important we explore every option to look at 
where we can build the modern, high-quality 
homes that Haringey needs to help those 
struggling to find an affordable place to live.” 

Any of the sites earmarked for development 
in the proposals will be subject to the full 
planning process when any application is 
made, adds the council. Consultation with 
Broadwater Farm estate residents on what 
improvements they would like to see will 


begin before the end of the year. 
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Protest over bid to 
build on green belt

RESIDENTS concerned at proposals to build 
hundreds of homes and a new school on green belt 
land held a high-profile protest over the weekend. 

Developers Fairview Homes have made it public 
that they want to submit a planning application to 
Enfield Council for 300 homes and an eight form- 
entry secondary free school, with a four form-entry 
sixth-form college, on the south side of Enfield Road, 
opposite Trent Park. 

Fairview Homes has yet to submit formal plans, but 
made a formal request for a scoping opinion - a test 
of whether the site can support the demands hundreds 
of houses and a school would place on the land. 

The developers also organised a series of public 
exhibitions of the plans in St Peter’s Church, in Vera 
Avenue, Grange Park, on Friday, Saturday and Monday. 

The plans show how the homes and school would 
be, in theory, organised on the site. 

Maria Turner, of the campaign to stop the develop¬ 
ers from taking away the green space, who was one of 
a group of residents protesting outside the church on 
Saturday, said: “I told representatives from Fairview 
that I have two particular concerns about this process. 

“Firstly, the residents of Cotswold Way, whose 
houses back on to the development, did not receive 
leaflets publicising this exhibition - even though peo¬ 
ple living much further away did. 

“Secondly, in the newsletter sent to households in 
August it stated they had determined this was the best 
site after working closely with the council. 

“However, I put in a freedom of information request 
to the council which came back saying that any deter¬ 
mination of whether the site would be suitable had 
been done entirely by Fairview.” 



An online petition to protect the site on the website 
www.change, org has already gained 2,018 signatures. 

Maria added: “I think it’s now clear, Fairview 
Homes are not as fair as they are making out.” 

A spokeswoman from the developers said: 
“Fairview New Homes used information publicly 
available from Enfield Council’s website to undertake 
assessments of the Enfield Road site. 

“This is in response to the overwhelming need for a 
new eight form-entry school by 2018 for children liv¬ 
ing in the central and western parts of the borough. 

“The leaflet inviting people to the exhibition was 
sent to more than 17,000 households and businesses 
in Enfield. We received GPS data confirming invita¬ 
tion leaflets were hand-delivered to the properties in 
Cotswold Way.”

The display opened at Enfield Town Library, 
in Church Street, on Monday and continues 
until October 18. It then moves to Edmonton 
Green Library, in South Mall, from October 
20 to 31.

A LONG-HAIRED pub 
regular lost his locks for 
charity last week as he became 
a “brave shaver”. 

Kevin Buckingham submit¬ 
ted to the hairdresser’s scissors 
in front of regulars at The 
Lamb, in Church Street, 
Edmonton, on Friday. 

The Enfield Lock resident 
agreed to the drastic new look 
to raise money at a Macmillan 
Cancer Support coffee morn¬ 
ing the pub hosted. 

Hairdresser Laura Daly took 
just a few minutes to cut off his 
hair off, which had reached 
halfway down Mr Bucking¬ 
ham’s back with a long pony¬ 
tail. She finished off the 
transformation with clippers 
and a razor. 


Former bus driver and 
trained forklift truck driver Mr 
Buckingham had not previ¬ 
ously had a haircut for nine 
years. 

The 42-year-old volunteered 
for the drastic haircut to raise 
money for MacMillan because 
he knows people who have 
benefited from its work 
supporting people with cancer. 

He said: “It was good fun. It 
didn’t take long to cut it all off. 

“I’ve suggested they should 
sponsor me to grow it back.” 

The Salisbury Road resident 
added: “It took seconds to cut 
my hair off. They took my 
ponytail off first. Then I heard 
the scissors.” 

The Macmillan coffee morn¬ 
ing was the idea of Jennifer 
Daly, who works in the pub and 
recruited her sister as a barber 
for the event. 


As well as Mr Buckingham’s 
haircut, pub regular Pickles 
also had his head shaved. 

Between them the pair say 
they’ve raised nearly £1,000 
for the charity. 

The Lamb’s landlady Anne- 
Marie Hunt said: “We thought 
it would be a nice think to hold 
the coffee morning. 

“Kevin had volunteered 
himself and Pickles also had 
his head shaved. 

“People were generous with 
their sponsorship.” 

Later in the day the pub 
hosted a race night in aid of 
Prostate Cancer UK to raise 
money for the charity’s 
research into the disease, 
which affects only men. The 
event raised £305. 

People can still donate 
money for both charities at the 
pub.

A VOLUNTEER for charities 
in Enfield has completed a 
hat-trick of marathon night-time 
walks through London raising 
£4,500 for Cancer Research 
UK. 

Jeff Hecker completed his 
third 26.2-mile route through 
the capital’s streets at the 
weekend. He is a trustee of 
Enfield Citizens’ Advice 
Bureau and of Enfield Commu¬ 
nity Transport, which provides 
transport for community groups 
in the borough. 

Twice a week the 67-year-old 
also volunteers with the 
Beanstalk charity to help pri¬ 
mary schoolchildren in Enfield 
learn to read. 

Mr Hecker started volunteer¬ 
ing in schools last year to give 
□ne-to-one literacy support for 
children. He said: “Volunteering 
for three organisations provid¬ 
ing valuable services for people 
in Enfield has certainly 
enhanced my retirement from 
my career in IT.” 

This was the third consecu¬ 
tive year he has completed Can¬ 


cer Research’s Shine Night 
Walk. He was joined by his son 
Paul, 30, who also took part last 
year, and the duo completed 
event in nine hours and 45 min¬ 
utes. Father and son stayed 
together to cross the finish line 
at Old Billingsgate at 6.45am on 
Sunday. 

Mr Hecker, of Melbourne 
Way, Bush Hill Park, went to 
watch Spurs play before joining 
thousands of others on the walk, 
which took in some of the key 
sites of London. 

They passed iconic buildings 
including St Paul’s Cathedral, 
the British Museum and the 
Houses of Parliament. 

Mr Hecker added that he was 
inspired to raise money as he 
knew people with cancer. 

He said: “I was so pleased to 
complete the hat-trick, but it’s 
the generous donations made to 
such a worthy cause that are 
what really matter and should 
be celebrated.”

Delight and 
despair as 
options for 
cycling go 
on display

AFTER a week of increasingly bitter arguments 
over plans to transform Green Lanes into a haven 
for cyclists, the council has launched a consulta¬ 
tion on its plans for the Enfield Town element of 
the Cycle Enfield scheme. 

Residents, cyclists and business owners 
browsed boards in a conference room in the Dug- 
dale Centre, in London Road, Enfield, on Friday, 
describing the two options on the table for the re¬ 
design of Enfield Town. 

One option involves only eastbound buses 
being allowed on Church Street while the oppo¬ 
site side of the road will be given over to a two- 
way cycle lane. No cars will be able to use 
Church Street and the current car parking spaces 
will be given over to loading bays. 


The other option will see both east and 
westbound buses allowed along Church Street 
with a lane for cyclists through the centre of 
the road. 

Chris Cook, 26, from Oakwood, a cyclist who 
commutes by bike to work in Enfield, said: “In 
general, I think the plans are really good. 

“The route around Enfield Town will be really 
good because the current one-way system is a 
nightmare for cyclists as it involves lots of 
changes between lanes of traffic.” 

However, Caroline Carter of the Enfield Town 
Conservation Area study group, was disap¬ 
pointed with the options on offer. 

“We were hoping for a solution that slowed 
down the traffic through the town,” she said. 

“We were hoping for some sort of scheme 
where cars and bikes and buses would share 
the space and that would make cars slow 


down because they would be looking out for 
bikes and pedestrians.” 

“At the minute there is no night-time economy 
on Church Street and the council wants to 
improve that, but how is that going to happen 
if there is no traffic allowed to flow along 
that street?” 

Bush Hill Park resident Jennifer Williams, who 
lives in Park Avenue, expressed her opinion that 
the current one-way system “works as well as 
anything can work, given the limitations”. 

She added: “I like the town the way it is. Along 
Green Lanes and London Road, the council is 
proposing to get rid of the pinch-point crossing 
points and replace them with zebra crossings 
where you have to wait for traffic to stop in both 
directions. It is putting the safety of the majority 
of people at risk for the sake of a few people 
dressed in Lycra.” 


However, 19-year-old Tom Mellor, who is a 
regular cyclist in and around Enfield Town, said 
that while he welcomed anything that would 
make cycling safer he admitted he had deep 
reservations about the plans, particularly 
concerning the bus stop boarders, where passen¬ 
gers get off directly into a cycle path - forcing 
cyclists to either brake suddenly or potentially 
take risks by trying to overtake buses without 
being able to see what is approaching from the 
opposite direction. 

“The council says this is necessary because 
there isn’t room to have passengers disembark 
on to an island or straight on to the pavement,” 
he said. 

“However, I have looked at the measurements 
and think it would be possible if they did not have 
two bus stops directly opposite each other on 
either side of the road.”

HUNDREDS of people vented their fury over 
Cycle Enfield plans at a meeting organised by 
one of the borough’s MPs on Monday night. 

David Burrowes, the Conservative MP for 
Enfield Southgate, set up the public meeting in 
conjunction with the Save Our Green Lanes cam¬ 
paign group in the Revival Christian Church of 
Enfield, in London Road.. 

The meeting was billed as a chance for mem¬ 
bers of the public to express their views on 
Enfield Council’s proposals to boost cycling in 
the borough. 

At the moment residents in Palmers Green, 
Enfield Town and Southbury Road are being con¬ 
sulted by the local authority on plans to improve 
cycling infrastructure funded by the £30million 
grant the council won from the Mayor of Lon¬ 
don's office two years ago. 

In recent weeks there has been a groundswell of 
opposition to the scheme among residents and 
particularly among business owners who are 
adamant that shops will fail without adequate on¬ 
street parking for customers. 

Mr Burrowes chaired Monday night’s meeting 
and the panel was made up of Andrew Gilligan, 
the mayor’s cycling tsar; Adrian Lachlan, London 
Cycling Campaign’s Enfield co-ordinator; a rep¬ 
resentative from the company who drew up the 
Cycle Enfield proposals for the council; Helen 
Osman, one of the leaders of the Save Our Green 


Lanes campaign; Erdal Mehmet, owner of the G 
Mantella jewellers, in Church Street, Enfield; 
Conservative councillor for Grange ward Andy 
Milne; and a representative from Enfield 
Residents’ Association. 

Mr Gilligan told those who gathered in the 
church: “I stood on Church Street and I thought 
what a great place it could be. I thought what a 
huge amount of potential - there is a cobbled 
marketplace and beautiful buildings. 

“When it is quiet, you can see the lovely old 
country town Enfield was - that is a very 
precious thing. 

“This scheme isn’t really about cycling, it’s 
about making the marketplace the hub of the 
town. It is about keeping the town centre alive - 
roughly 20 per cent of shops in Enfield Town 
are vacant.” 

To the vocal disapproval of those present, he 
said that town centres are changing as people 
would inevitably drive to retail parks, where it is 
free and easy to park, as well as easy to get to. 

“The only way town centres will survive is by 
playing to their strengths,” he added. “You have 
to make it a nice shopping environment so that 
people want to come here.” 

Mrs Osman told the meeting: “Cycle Enfield 
has not thought about the people who will lose 
their parking. 

“They only put a letter through their doors to 
say that there was going to be an exhibition, but 
they didn’t have the decency to tell them directly 
that they would be losing their on-street parking.” 


Mr Mehmet echoed her concerns, saying: “It is 
very difficult to go shopping in Enfield Town and 
ride a bike at the same time.” 

Mr Milne announced that the Tory group would 
“only support this if there’s genuine public sup¬ 
port for it”. 

After short presentations from the panellists, 
the floor was opened to the public. 


Chris Jephcott, president of the Enfield Soci¬ 
ety, said: “The development of Enfield Town is 
something local planners should develop, not 
people playing outside their role.” 

There were voices in favour of the scheme, but 
by and large they were drowned out by the 
vehemence of residents and businesses owners 
opposed to the scheme.

TIME has altered some views of Enfield as these 
shots from the archives show, compared with pictures 
taken 50 years later by our photographer Anne-Marie 
Sanderson. 

As the London Borough of Enfield celebrates the 
50th anniversary of its creation, the new photo of the 
civic centre (above) - just minutes away from Enfield 
Town - shows that the council’s emblem remains on 
its pedestal, but the entrance pillars have been 
removed. 

The first stage two-storey part of the then new civic 
centre comprised a council chamber, committee 
rooms and office space as the headquarters of the 
local authority moved from Gentlemans Row. 

A 1957 competition to design it was won by Eric G 
Broughton, who was also the man behind the modern 
brutalist Harrow Civic Centre. 

The building was later joined by the adjacent tower 
block on the site of the two-storey Portcullis House. 


The addition of trees and planters has softened the 
view of the building in Silver Street and gardens are 
a popular sunspot for officer workers in their lunch 
breaks. 

An area around the drinking fountain in Enfield 
Town has been pedestrianised to the left of the photo, 
right. The 1884 fountain was restored in 1994. 

Barclays Bank, on the right of the photo, replaced 
The Greyhound pub in 1897 and in 1967 it became 
famous for the unveiling of the world’s first ATM

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New look for children’s services 


CHANGES to children’s centres are 
being launched after Enfield Council 
reorganised the service. 

Four central hubs will oversee support 
services for 20,000 families with chil¬ 
dren aged four and under. 

The hubs are based at Raynham Pri¬ 
mary School, in Raynham Avenue, 
Edmonton; Hazelbury Learning Commu¬ 
nity, based in Haselbury Road, Edmon¬ 
ton; Eldon Primary School, in Eldon 
Road, Edmonton; and De Bohun Pri¬ 
mary School, in Green Road, Southgate. 

Cabinet member for education, chil¬ 
dren's services and protection Ayfer 
Orhan said: “Each hub is responsible for 
a cluster of centres within their part of 
the borough.” 

She said the reorganisation followed a 


public consultation and brought together 
a “highly skilled workforce providing 
excellent universal services” across 
Enfield under strong leadership from 
headteachers at the hub centres. 

She added: “It means that wherever 
parents live the core programme focuses 
on health and well-being, parenting, 
speech and language, children with 
special needs and disabilities and 
issues relating to child poverty and 
advising and informing parents who 
need assistance.” 

Children’s services help prepare 
youngsters for school and free places 
funded by the Department for Education 
are on offer for eligible families with 
two-year-olds, she said. 

First-time parents can join six consec¬ 


utive baby talk sessions which focus on 
how babies learn to communicate. 

There are also new baby and parents’ 
sessions where speech and language 
therapists, money advisers and health 
volunteers help provide support for 
new parents. 

The sessions will include opportuni¬ 
ties to meet the children’s centre health 
visitor, sing baby rhymes, and learn 
about nutrition and giving children a 
healthy diet. Other subjects which will 
be covered are immunisation and family 
health, positive parenting tips and play. 

Ms Orhan added: “We are very proud 
of the work going on in our centres 
where parents can get a head start 
on health, education and learning for 
their families.”

WE have all tried not to earwig on 
those rows that erupt between cou¬ 
ples in pubs late at night after an 
alcohol-soaked evening.

HEALTH chiefs have moved one step closer to 
finalising plans for a multi-million-pound new 
hospital on the Chase Farm site. 

The Royal Free London NHS Foundation Trust 
is planning on selling some of the land surround¬ 
ing the current hospital, in The Ridgeway, 
Enfield, and will build an entirely new facility on 
a smaller section of the sprawling 39-acre site. 

While some of the cost of the new hospital will 
be generated from the sale of the land for housing 
and a new primary school, the trust needs £82mil- 
lion from government coffers. 

A spokesman from the Royal Free told the 
Advertiser that the trust had now submitted its 
pitch for money to the government after the 


board approved the business case. Once the case 
for the new hospital is approved by government 
health bosses, the trust will be one step closer to 
locking down the money. 

The Royal Free’s chief executive David Sloman 
said: “This brings us another step closer to secur¬ 
ing the funds we need to transform Chase Farm 
into a hospital that is fit for modern healthcare 
and will help us deliver world-class care to the 
local community for many years to come.” 

While waiting for the final government go- 
ahead, the trust will be submitting new planning 
applications for the hospital building to Enfield 
Council to speed up the process of the revamp. 

The trust is encouraging residents of the area

Anxiety grows for man who 
went missing six weeks ago 


POLICE are increasingly concerned for a miss¬ 
ing man last seen more than six weeks ago when 
he left his home to go to work in Enfield. 

Urban Atkins, 40, disappeared on Saturday, 
August 15, after leaving his home in Amhurst 
Road, Hackney. 

He was reported missing by his family three 
days later on August 18 after they became very 
concerned for his welfare.

We should be 
concentrating 
on Syria talks 

THE UK government and mainstream 
media say that President Bashar Al- 
Assad is killing his own people in Syria. 

According to a BBC report, Assad is 
giving shelter to 1.6 million internally 
displaced Syrian refugees in the city of 
Latakia, who are well looked after. 

Is he killing his own people and sav¬ 
ing their lives at the same time? 

There should be some serious debate 
about this issue. The strongest case 
against Assad possibly amounts to an 
argument that he should have given up 
territory to rebels rather than attempt 
to retake it with the inevitable loss of 
civilian lives. 

Much is made of his use of barrel 
bombs.

According to the Syrian Observatory, 
when the death toll in Syria reached 
100,000, 45 per cent of those killed 
were Assad fighters and 15 per cent 
were rebels. Assad has clearly been 
facing a powerful armed assault since 
early on in this war. 

David Cameron says that Assad has 
to step down. He has no right to make 
Assad’s departure a condition of seri¬ 
ous peace negotiations, even if Assad 
is the monster he claims him to be. 

If the US/UK insist that Assad has to 
go, and he refuses, then peace talks 
come to a standstill. There is no other 
peace process, so the people of Syria are 
condemned to war with no end in sight. 

The US, with Russia, can enforce a 
ceasefire between Assad and moderate 
rebels, after which the Syrian army can 
lead the assault on IS in Syria. 

Mr Cameron should be using his 
influence to get Barack Obama 
engaged in serious talks with Vladimir 
Putin and Enfield Southgate MP David 
Burrowes should be using his influence 
with Mr Cameron to the same end.

Unfair homes 
competition 

I READ about Enfield’s plans to buy 
houses to “deal with homelessness” 
(Advertiser, September 23) - in fact, 
this will boost prices and the council 
will out-compete first-time buyers. 

Speaking with agents along the Hert¬ 
ford Road corridor, the council is pur¬ 
chasing more than five properties a 
week. It normally outbids first-time 
buyers even if it offers less because it 
can complete immediately, whereas 
residents purchasing with a mortgage 
normally require 28 days. 

Incredibly, I have heard claims that 
the council’s policies will not price out 
locals because most purchases are east 
of the A10 - yet that is where the most 
affordable homes are. 

The council should pledge not to 
exchange faster than 28 days to ensure 
a level playing field. The council is, 
after all, using money from council tax 
payers to potentially bid against them 
for homes, many of which will be used 
to house residents from central London 
being pushed into more affordable 
homes in Enfield. 

I believe there should be legislation 
to enforce this to ensure that mortgage 
buyers are not pushed out of the mar¬ 
ket. There should also be a limit on 
how many council homes are pur¬ 
chased in each road to ensure retention 
of a healthy demographic mix and sus¬ 
tainable dispersal of social housing 
throughout the borough.

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Taking a step forward 

North Circular footbridge set to be back in full use next year 



A DATE has finally been fixed for the 
reopening of the staircase of a foot¬ 
bridge crossing the North Circular 
Road, Mayor of London Boris Johnson 
has confirmed. 

But anyone hoping to use it this year 
will have to think again - it’s not sched¬ 
uled to be back in operation until March 
next year. 

The bridge, which links Bowes Road 
and Wilmer Way, was built in 2012 - 
but since April 2014, the staircase has 
been closed to pedestrians after a rou¬ 
tine inspection by Transport for London 
(TfL) identified defects. 

In a letter sent to Enfield’s London 
Assembly member Joanne McCartney, 
Mr Johnson confirmed that full access 
to the footbridge would be reinstated 
on March 29, 2016, meaning the stair¬ 
case will have been out of bounds for 
two years. 

The bridge is close to Broomfield sec¬ 
ondary and Bowes primary schools, as 
well as Arnos Grove Tube station. 

It has been possible to use the 
bridge’s wheelchair and cycling ramps 
in the past 17 months, but this takes 
significantly longer to do and many 
pupils, parents and commuters have 
opted to cross the busy North Circular 
on foot instead. 

Ms McCartney, who has been cam¬ 
paigning to get the matter resolved, said: 
“While it’s been a long time coming, 
I’m happy that local residents finally 
have a new proposed date for the 
reopening of the stairs. 

“With the footbridge allowing resi¬ 


dents to avoid the busy North Circular 
Road, the closure of the stairs has under¬ 
standably caused a lot of concern in the 
local community. 

“It’s frustrating that local people have 
had to wait so long for these repairs to 
be carried out. It’s equally frustrating 
that TfL’s communication with residents 
on this matter has been so poor. I appre¬ 
ciate that this has been a complex issue, 
but TfL must ensure the local commu¬ 


nity are fully informed on any restric¬ 
tions in the future. 

“It's now down to TfL to ensure 
the repairs are carried out successfully 
so that we can avoid this inconvenience 
again.” 

A TfL spokesman explained that the 
process of identifying and repairing the 
stairway had been a complex one, but 
was optimistic the work would be com¬ 
pleted “by early next year”.

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Walking away 
from cancer 

Peter completes 62-mile charity 
challenge after leukaemia scare

A FITNESS instructor gave cancer the 
elbow when he completed a tough 62- 
mile walk in 22 hours just months after 
completing chemotherapy treatment. 

Bush Hill Park resident Peter Davey 
first noticed something was wrong 
when he lost the feeling in two of 
his fingers, but put it down to a 
sporting injury 

When he started having night sweats, 
he went to the doctor and last year he 
was diagnosed with chronic lymphatic 
leukaemia. He underwent six months of 
chemotherapy at University College 
London Hospital in central London. 

A former endurance cyclist Mr 
Davey, 67, of Harman Road, continued 
walking to keep up his fitness as he 
went through the treatment and decided 
to sign up for the Ultra Challenge walk 
from London to Cambridge. 

He said: “I was in Barnet Hospital 
with a chest infection just after Christ¬ 
mas as well. 

“I was determined to do it and I’m 
lucky I’ve got the willpower to do it.” 

He raised £1,000 for Leukaemia

Research and kept the medical special¬ 
ists informed to prove you can bounce 
back after chemotherapy. 

Mr Davey built up his training, until 
he was fitting in two 30-mile walks 
a week. 

He had a setback when he developed 
bursitis on his foot, due to over-exer¬ 
tion, forcing him to taper back his train¬ 
ing earlier than anticipated. 

Mr Davey is also a Nordic and fit¬ 
ness walking trainer. 

He took up Nordic pole walking 10 
years ago when he saw other hill walk¬ 
ers in Cumbria using the technique. 

He said: “It gives you a full 
body workout. It was developed for 
cross country skiers to train in the 
off season.” 

He leads fitness classes in Trent 
Park and Bush Hill Park to encourage 
the over-45s to get involved in sport 
and fitness. 

He is also an ambassador for Silver- 
fit, which runs health and fitness activ¬ 
ities for older people in London. 

Mr Davey has just completed another 
long walk - this time the London 
Bridgathon, a 12-mile walk over seven 
bridges in the capital.

Forum supports 
veterans needing 
to claim benefits 

HELP to steer former members of the 
military through the minefield of 
bureaucracy they can sometimes encounter 
when claiming benefits is being offered in 
Enfield on Monday morning. 

Enfield Over 50s Forum, which runs 
weekly money advice drop-in sessions for 
the borough’s older people at the Dugdale 
Centre, in London Road, from 10am to 
lpm, has arranged for a benefits team 
from the Royal British Legion to attend. 

And the forum has contacted the legion’s 
two branches in the borough and invited 
members to go along and take advantage of 
the expert and confidential advice on offer. 

Forum president Monty Meth said: 
“Enfield Council is a signatory to the 
Armed Forces Community Covenant, 
which pledges its support for all service 
and ex-servicemen and women and which 
the Over 50s Forum has endorsed from 
the outset. 

“They tell us that ex-servicemen and 
women too often give up in frustration with 
the nitpicking and petty questioning when 
applying for benefits when they should be 
given all the support and help they need. 

“The team will be able to provide 
information about benefits which armed 
forces veterans are entitled to and which 
they might not be receiving, or assist in 
helping manage debts and bills.” 

Since it started in 2007, the RBL’s 
benefits and money advice service has put 
£70million back into the pockets of 
veterans through increases in benefits, 
writing off debts and gaining grants with 
each individual getting an extra £2,800 
on average. 


Avoiding the pitfalls of a Short Lease

A short while ago we acted for a young lady called Helen (not her real name) who, like most young people these 
days, was trying to get herself on the first rung of the property ladder. She had found a small flat in Waltham Forest 
at a price she could afford, but there was one major drawback.The lease had only 81 years left, which made getting 
a suitable mortgage offer difficult. 

There was another pitfall in that Helen was buying from the personal representative of the late owner and the 
beneficiaries of the deceased owner’s will were getting impatient for their money. Luckily, Helen had managed to 
borrow funds she needed to buy the flat from her relations but only on a short-term loan.They expected to get 
their money returned as soon as Helen could arrange a suitable mortgage. 

Once Helen became owner of the flat, she had the right to ask her landlord to extend the lease under the 1993 
Leasehold Reform Act.The difficulty here was that Helen had to own the property for two years before she could 
serve her landlord with a notice. Also, at the time that she became eligible to serve the notice, the lease would have 
fallen below 80 years which meant the landlord could ask for an increased premium due to what is called “marriage 
value”. 

Happily, we managed to persuade the personal representative of the deceased person’s estate to serve the landlord 
with the appropriate notice prior to Helen’s purchase and, on completion, assign or transfer to Helen the benefit of 
that notice which meant that Helen did not have to wait the two-year period and could continue to negotiate with 
her landlord for the premium payable to extend her lease. 

Negotiations followed after Helen’s purchase and were completed satisfactorily. Helen was then able to apply for a 
suitable mortgage on the security of the increased leasehold term and was able to repay her relations the money they 
had kindly loaned her to make her initial purchase. 

Transactions of this kind depend on a conveyancer having a clear knowledge and grasp of the Leasehold Reform 
(Housing and Urban Development) Act 1993.They also entail knowing how to vary the standard terms of a contract 
for the sale and purchase of leasehold property in such a way that the seller is under a contractual duty to serve a 
valid notice on the landlord to enable the buyer to be able to continue negotiations following the purchase and extend 
the lease. Appropriate clauses need to be inserted into the purchase and sale contract, together with appropriately 
drafted notices and deeds of assignment/transfer to avoid a landlord being able to reject the notice with the unfortunate 
consequence that, in Helen’s case, the buyer would have to wait two years before being able to serve a new notice and 
have to pay a higher premium for the extended lease due to the addition of marriage value. 

Most leases involve two parties, a landlord and tenant. Sometimes, they can involve an additional party, namely a 
management company or similar entity. Helen’s lease involved just the two parties but if there had been a management 
company, notice would not only have to have been served to the landlord but also on the management company to 
avoid the landlord being able to reject it as not being served properly under the terms of the 1993 Act. 

Buying short-term leases are fraught with difficulties and traps for the unwary and inexperienced, and any purchaser 
should seek an assurance from his conveyancer that they have a full working grasp of the 1993 Act before confirming 
instructions to act in any such matter.

THE theft of a Segway scooter from a teenager 
in Enfield is believed to be the first robbery in 
the capital of the two-wheeled, self-balancing 
electric scooter 

The 18-year-old had the vehicle, worth more 
than £5,000, stolen after a gang got out of a car 
and surrounded him before punching him in the 
face. 

The incident happened at about 3pm on Satur¬ 
day, September 19, when a black Ford Focus 
stopped in front of the Segway rider outside Pon¬ 
ders End Recreation Ground as he was travelling 
along High Street. 

A gang of four men got out and surrounded 


him before one of them, described as large and 
aged about 18, hit him in the face, say police. 

He took the scooter from him and put it in the 
car before heading off towards Edmonton. 

Police say the suspect is black and 5ft 11 ins 
tall, with a small beard, and was wearing a grey 
Nike hooded top. 

The rest of the gang are described as black and 
one of them had a scar under his right eye, while 
another was wearing a hooded sweatshirt. 

Prices for Segway Personal Transporters start 
at £5,514. They can travel 24 miles on a single 
battery charge.

Hi-de-Hi! star realises ambition to play comedy hero Laurel 

Here’s another 


fine mess...

HE was one half of arguably the world’s greatest comedy 
double act - Laurel and Hardy. 

But a very different side to the squeaky-voiced, rub¬ 
ber-faced, dim-witted Stan Laurel we all know and 
love is revealed in the one-man play And This is 
My Friend Mr Laurel at Finchley’s artsdepot on 
Saturday evening. 

Jeffrey Holland, star of TV sitcoms Hi-de-Hi! 
and You Rang M’Lord, portrays the comic in a 
production which lays bare the difference 
between the hilariously gormless deadpan 
character Laurel developed for the cameras 
and his worldly wise, real-life self. 

The play is set in the bedroom of Oliver 
Hardy, dying after suffering a stroke and unable 
to communicate. 

With just an empty bed frame, a fold-up chair 
and a Derby hat for props, Holland recreates 
a final one-sided imaginary conversation 
between Laurel, then 66, and his comedy partner, chat¬ 
ting and reminiscing about the highs and lows of their careers, 
from problems with studio bosses, to ex-wives and their per¬ 
sonal relationship. 

It has long been Holland’s ambition to play his comedy idol 
and the 69-year-old co-wrote the play with award-winning play¬ 
wright Gail Louw. 

His fascination for the comedy genius began as a boy at 
Saturday morning picture shows and later the talented mimic 
began featuring Laurel among his repertoire of impressions. 

“I loved the way Oily thought he was smarter than Stan when 
in fact he was far more stupid, it always made me laugh,” he 
explained. “They became my friends, metaphorically speaking, 
of course. I always looked forward to the Laurel and Hardy film 
and if there wasn’t one, I was bereft. 

“The play is a funny and often poignant tale of their 
friendship, love and dedication and Laurel’s complex genius

Great Scott! There’s life an Mars 


THE MARTIAN (12A141 mins) 

I N space, everyone can hear you scream 
and whenever Ridley Scott is nestled in 
the director’s chair, you can be certain his 
actors will be issuing bloodcurdling shrieks. 

In 1979, he unleashed a merciless 
killing machine on the unsuspecting 
crew of the Nostromo, giving birth to the 
Alien franchise. 

Three years later, the future was exceed¬ 
ingly bleak for Harrison Ford’s blade run¬ 
ner and, more recently, scientists aboard 
the spaceship Prometheus came face-to- 
face with an extra-terrestrial force of 
unimaginable power. 

The life expectancy of characters in 
Scott’s films can often be measured in 
hours rather than days or years. 

So it comes as no surprise that in the 
opening 15 minutes of The Martian, 
adapted from the bestselling novel by 
Andy Weir, the director apparently kills off 
his leading man during a ferocious sand¬ 
storm on the red planet. 

Unusually, the hero survives and draws 
upon his scientific knowledge to manu¬ 
facture water and oxygen to sustain his 
solitary existence until a rescue mission 
can be mustered. 

The film opens with the six-strong 
crew of the Ares 3, led by Commander 
Melissa Lewis (Jessica Chastain), 
gathering samples. 

Sensors pick up an approaching storm 
and Lewis gives the order to evacuate. Dur¬ 
ing the trek back to the ship, botanist Mark 
Watney (Matt Damon) is hit by flying debris. 

“I know you don’t want to hear this, 
Mark’s dead,” crew member Beck (Sebas¬ 
tian Stan) informs Lewis, who reluctantly 



blasts off with the rest of her team - 
Johanssen (Kate Mara), Martinez (Michael 
Pena) and Vogel (Aksel Hennie). 

They begin the long journey back to mis¬ 
sion control. Little do they realise that back 
on Mars, Watney is alive. 

“I gotta figure out how to grow three 
years’ worth of food on a planet where 
nothing grows,” Mark mumbles, recording 
a video diary. 

Back on Earth, NASA administrator 
Teddy Sanders (Jeff Daniels), director of 
Mars missions Vincent Kapoor (Chiwetel 


Ejiofor) and Ares 3 flight director Mitch 
Henderson (Sean Bean) cut corners to let 
Mark know the cavalry is coming. 

The Martian bears obvious similarities to 
the Oscar-winning thriller Gravity in both 
set-up and execution and Scott employs 
the 3D format to dazzling effect in turbo¬ 
charged action sequences. 

However, this is primarily a meditation 
on the endurance of the human spirit 
and in these quieter moments, Drew God¬ 
dard’s lean script and lead actor Damon 
hold us spellbound. 


“I’m not going to die here,” Mark tells 
himself as he faces each obstacle with 
gritty determination, raising his spirits (and 
ours) with flashes of humour including a 
running joke about Commander Lewis’ 
disco-heavy music collection. 

Cinematographer Dariusz Wolski envis¬ 
ages Mars as a vast, barren landscape of 
shifting red sand. 

As Mark’s oxygen supply depletes, we 
hold our breath, hoping for a miracle.

KANE’S JOY AT 
CITY TRIUMPH

HARRY KANE was quick to praise the 
efforts of his Tottenham Hotspur team¬ 
mates after the striker finally ended his 
goal drought by scoring in Saturday’s 
stunning 4-1 Premier League triumph at 
home to Manchester City. 

Despite scoring twice for England, 
Kane had failed to find the net in seven 
previous appearances for Spurs this 
season - but the reigning Professional 
Footballers’ Association young player 
of the year put that right by grabbing the 
third goal in a remarkable victory which 
resulted in City being knocked off the 
top of the table. 

The visitors actually took the lead 
through Kevin de Bruyne, but Eric Dier 
got Tottenham back on level terms prior 
to the interval - with the goal being 
allowed to stand despite a clear offside 
in the build-up - and second-half strikes 
from Toby Alderweireld, Kane and Erik 
Lamela wrapped up the points. 

The win means that Spurs have not 
lost in the league since defeat at new 
leaders Manchester United on the open¬ 
ing day of the season, and Kane is 
delighted with the way that the team is 
progressing. 

“It was an incredible performance as a 
team,” he said. “Everyone was focused 
on what they had to do, and we put in a 
real statement of a performance. 

“Eric scored a very important goal on 
the stroke of half-time, and what a goal 
it was. We said at half-time to go out 


and bring a lot of energy and bring the 
momentum of that goal with us. 

“We got the early goal in the second 
half and took it from there. We never 
looked like conceding after that. The 
defence was great and everyone put in a 
shift. 

“City were top of the league at the 
start of play and we showed what we’re 
capable of. We’ve got a young team, a 
very energetic team and we’re excited. 

We’re enjoying every moment and 
days like this will give us even more 
confidence.” 

And Kane also hopes that his goal 
will help to silence some of the critics 
who had began to question whether the 
striker would be able to live up to his 
exploits of last season - when he scored 
31 goals in all competitions. 

“Maybe I shut up a few people who 
have been talking over the past few 
weeks,” he added. “Only seven games 
have gone and a few people called me a 
one-season wonder. People can judge 
me at the end of the season and we will 
go from there. 

“I have to stay focused but it was 
great to score. When you score like I did 
last season it becomes a drug and when 
someone takes it away from you then 
you want to get it back. You want to 
score again and it was a good feeling to 
score again. 

“It is frustrating to be criticised. I kind 
of use it to get my juices flowing and to 
prove these people wrong. I have had to 
prove people wrong throughout my
